Porto Edda 
is 15 miles southwest of Argy- 
rocastron. Large Fascist contin- 
gents were said to have arrived 
this morning at Porto Palermo 
from Porto Edda. 

It was reported that Greek 
troops which last Friday started 
an advance from the frontier vil- 
lages of Landani and Kastaniani 
had occupied the village of Bul- 
jarati and continued their drive 
along a secondary road, reaching 
the village of Jorducate yester- 
day afternoon. A strategically im- 
portant road junctions at Jordu- 
cate, thus cutting off Porto Edda 
from the main road to Argyrocas- 


tron. 
Losses Heavy. 


The Italians were said to have 
resisted strongly at Jorducate, re- 
portedly losing three officers and 
40 soldiers killed and 80 wound- 
ed. Frontier dispatches did not 
specify Greek losses but they 
were said to have been heavy. 

In a dawn smash, the Greeks 
reportedly continued the offensive 
from Jorducate along the main 
road to Argyrocastron and occu- 
pied without fighting the village

Snow, whipped by strong winds, | 
blanketed western, central and 
northeastern states. Cold gripped |

over the Atlantic. 

For the extent of the storm, 
there was a minimum of deaths 
reported, but scores were injured 
in accidents. 

In the south, construction of 
camps under the defense program 
was disrupted by torrential rains. 
Thirty men were injured, 10 seri- 
ously, when the roof of a mess 
hall under construction at Camp 
Robinson, Ark., collapsed. Offi- 
cials blamed the accident on wet 
lumber that expanded causing 
props to slip from under the roof.

Called Out, Shot. 

A few hours before dawn, sev- 
hundred unidentified men 
thrust their way into the prison in 
the Transylvanian foothills, seized 
the keys from the guards, and 
swiftly unlocked the cells, one by 
one. 

Each prisoner they sought was 
called out into the dimly-lit cor- 
ridor and there shot dead without 
ceremony. 

Listed among the victims were 
a former premier, General George 
Argesanu; former Minister of Se- 
curity General Gabriel Marinescu; 
former Military Intelligence Chief 
General Bengliu; former Supreme 
Court President Radu Pascu, and 
General Moruzow, credited with 
building up King Carol’s espion- 
age system. All were high in the 
councils of the ousted Carol re- 
gime. 

Iron Guard Revenge. 

The affair has its genesis in 
the Iron Guard’s early struggles 
for power, when, on November 
30, 1938, Codreanu and 13 of his 
imprisoned followers were killed 
at Jilava. The Carol regime listed 


their deaths as executions for at-_

A pearl necklace that shrunk in 
value nearly $60,000 from ‘ the 
time it was seized and appraised 
in Germany until it reached the 
United States nearly one year lat- 
er was the source of a Fulton su- 


perior court controversy yester- 


day. 


The necklace was the property. 


of the late Mrs. Ilah Dunlap Lit- 
tle, wealthy resident of Atlanta 
and Lee county, who died in 


Karlsbad, Germany, July 26, 1939. 


The suit, brought by executors 
of Mrs. Little’s ~ will—Marion 
Smith, R. C. Dunlap and Giles 
Hardeman—was directed against 
the Orient Insurance 
which insured the necklace and) 
other jewelry for safe delivery | 
home. | 
Details of Suit. | 

The suit sets out that immedi- 
ately after Mrs. Little’s death, the, 
German government seized all of 
her personal effects and that a) 
court commissioner named Robert 
Krticzka later issued a “protocol” | 
containing an inventory and list- 

a genuine pearl necklace val-| 
uel at 150,000 reichmarks which’ 
at the exchange rate represented | 
$60,000 in American money. It 
also listed $8,035 worth of per-| 
sonal property. 

The executors employed the. 
American Express Company to re- 
cover the property and return it 
to the United States. The express 
itself 
against the hazards of war by in- 
surance with-the defendant com-' 
pany covering $68,035 worth of 
property. 

When the effects arrived in 
New York the package was open- 
ed but “it did not contain a gen- 
uine pearl necklace,” the suit al- 
leges. New York jewelry experts 
were called in and appraised the 
property at $7,296. 

Explanation Offered. | 

The suit explains that the dis- 
crepancy in value was due pri- 
marily to the absence of a “gen- | 
uine’’ pearl necklace. 

The suit seeks to recover $2,430 
from the insurance company, this | 
amount being the difference in) 
premium costs on the valuation | 
made by New York jewelers and | 
the German court commission. | 

The petition also sets out “the | 
executors are acting on the bona | 
fide belief that both parties are | 
mistaken as to the existence of | 
a genuine pearl necklace.” 

But, as ‘a precautionary meas- 
ure, the suit points out that “if it 
is shown that there was a genuine 
pearl necklace in existence and 
insured by the defendant,” the pe- 
titioners reserve the right to claim 
the full amount of the $60,000.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27—(?)— 
President Roosevelt called on the 


Dies Committee today to be care- 


ful not to “defeat the ends of jus- 
tice” in carrying on its campaign 


against alleged un-American ac- 


tivities. 
In a tlegram to Chairman Dies, 


Democrat, Texas, the chief execu- 


tive declared that the executive 
departments’ work against spies 
and saboteurs may be “severely 
handicapped or completely de- 
stroyed” by: 

(1) Premature disclosure of 
“facts or suppositions” to the pub- 
lic. 

(2) Hasty seizure of evidence 
“which might with a little more 
patience be obtained in a manner 
to be admissible” in court. 

(3) Granting immunities to 
witnesses before congressional 
committees 
ed by their own testimony.” 

“Such action may defeat the 
ends of justice,” Mr. Roosevelt 
telegraphed Dies at his home in 
Orange, Tex. 

Leaving Texas for Washington, 
Dies said he would have no com- 
ment on the President’s telegram 
until after he conferred here Fri- 
day with Mr. Roosevelt and Jus- 
tice and State Department offi- 
cilals on a policy more clearly de- 
fining procedure of the various 
agencies.

The Unprivileged Class 

Representative Stephen Pace, of Americus, 
speaking in Atlanta on Tuesday, warned cotton 
men of the south that cotton parity payments 
and soil conservation funds would, in all prob- 
ability have to be drastically reduced in 1942 
because of the demands of the defense program. 

Thus it is indicated that, once again, it 
will be the cotton farmer of the south who will 
have to pay an unfair share of the national 
bill for a national necessity, while his fellow 
citizens, the workers in the defense factories, 
take advantage of the emergency to profit. 

A strike for higher wages in the Vultee Air- 
craft Corporation, engaged in building planes 
for defense and for the British, has just been 
settled by granting the strikers the wage in- 
crease they asked. This demand for higher 
wages closed that factory for 12 days as ef- 
fectively as any bombers could close a similar 
plant in Britain today. 

The American Aluminum Company, 
source of this essential metal in airplane con- 
struction, is closed down, with no sign of re- 
opening, because the CIO union there objects 
to the presence of one $27-a-week employe and 
demands that he be fired. At least, that is 
the excuse advanced by the strikers, though 
the company declares it is really a fight over 
payment of union dues, probably an effort to 
force the company to collect the dues for the 
union before delivering the pay envelopes to 
the workers. 

Truly, the farmer is the unprivileged class 
in the modern United States. While organ- 
ized labor ruthlessly demands this, that or 
the other privilege and never hesitates at 
sabotaging the national defense program in 
order to gain more and more privileges, the 
farmer struggles practically unaided against a 
disappearing export market for his products, 
against steadily declining prices and is told 
that benefits gained after years of struggle 
will be withdrawn soon, to help pay for the

What Is the Truth? 


American reactions to the recent British ad- 
missions that their war situation is growing 
dangerously serious, that financial resources 
are running low and that the Nazi bombings 
are having critical effect upon Britain’s war 
effort, have varied widely. 

Many believe that a great part of what is 
now coming from London is the truth, that 
Germany is slowly gaining the upper hand in 
bombardment effectiveness and in _ blockade 
and, unless this country promptly comes to the 
aid of Britain with loans, credits and a greatly 


,accelerated output of war materials, the cause 


of freedom in Europe is lost. 

Others declare that the situation is not as 
bad as reports from overseas would indicate, 
that the whole thing is a propoganda drive 
aimed to bring this country more and more 
into the war effort, in order to shorten the 
war, rather than affect its result. 

In some respects there can be no denying 
that the British situation is better, today, than 
it was some six months ago. At least, the 
danger of land invasion seems to have passed 
and there can be no doubt that the heroic 
resistance of the Greeks, aided by British re- 
inforcements, has removed for a time the 
threat to the Suez canal and Britain’s posi- 
tions in the eastern Mediterranean. 

Too, it seems likely that Hitler’s Balkan 
plans have struck a snag and that Russian 
sympathy with the Nazis has grown much 
cooler. 

However, there is no denying that Hitler’s 
submarines and sea raiders, both afloat and 
in the air, are wreaking a terrible toll from 
British shipping and that the losses from night 
air raids, such as at Coventry, Manchester, 
Liverpool, Bristol and other industrial and 
shipping centers, have partially crippled Brit- 
ish output of the impedimenta of war. 

However, wherever the truth lies between 
the two extremes of thought in this country, 
it appears as simple wisdom for this country 
to do everything within its power to aid Britain 
much further than we have to date. 

Senator Walter F. George, newly appointed 
chairman of the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee, is quoted as saying it would be “im- 
practical and somewhat premature” for con- 
gress to act immediately upon legislation per- 
mitting war loans to Britain. The American 
public will ask, with reason, why such action 
would be impractical and premature. If the 
reasons behind such a belief by the Georgia 
senator are of political nature, the only reac- 
tion can be a despairing acknowledgement that, 
while the world of freedom as America knows 
it is burning, congress is playing the Nero role 
and fiddling with inconsequential doubts and 
fears.

BRITAIN’S EXPERIENCE: A SHARP LESSON b Logg 


Nov. 27.—At a press conference the other day the President asked 
for practical plans for further speed-ups of American aircraft pro- 
duction. His question was obviously rhetorical, yet there seems to 
be the outline of an answer in a remarkable confidential report on 
the British experience compiled by the President’s own defense 
commissioner, Leon Henderson, and in the observations of Ameri- 
can air experts returning from Britain and British experts visiting 
here. For unless a substantial body of informed opinion is gravely 
deceived, the British experience contains several sharp lessons for 
us. 
Perhap the situation is best summed up in the words of an able 
man, ,closely associated with the air production program, and wide- 
ly acclaimed for the fine job he has done. His name may not be 
revealed, but his language can be quoted: 

“If you think we needn’t produce aircraft on a war basis, we’re 
doing well enough. The picture is as good here, broadly speaking, 
as it was in Britain after eight months of war, when the Chamber- 
lain government fell. But if you think as I do, that it is vital to 
produce every plane we can as soon as we can, we can still take 
ow steps the British did when Churchill put Lord Beaverbrook in 
charge.” 


WHAT BEAVERBROOK DID What was the British expe- 

rience? In the period until 
Chamberlain’s fall, long-term plans were elaborately and fairly 
wisely laid, yet production was never put -on a footing of total 
emergency. Then when Churchill came in, two things happened. 
Full power over air production was put in the hands of Lord Bea- 
verbrook, a man of force and drive. And with the consent of most 
right-minded men in the industry itself, Lord Beaverbrook moved 
“> on the air industry and started production on an emergency 
asis. 

_ The method he followed was to recruit a number of the leading 
air manufacturers, and to make them his hatchet-men. First they 
cut off heads. Lord Nuffield, the motor magnate, who was aimless- 
ly disporting himself in the repair and recapture field, was sum- 
marily dismissed. The managements of three air plants, the impor- 
tant Bolton-Paul plant among them, were immediately removed 
for inefficiency. The managements of certain other plants, includ- 
ing the great Bristol factory, the largest in England, were told to 


. choose between removal and reform, and chose reform. 


In recital, these soft spots that had to be cleaned out may sound 
numerous. Actually they were few in number, considering the in- 
dustry’s size, just as the soft spots in our industry are. And clean- 
ing them out was only the first step. 

The next, and most important step, was to co-ordinate the en- 
tire air industry, so that every bit of its experience and inventive 
power could be brought to bear on any problem, no matter where in 
the industry the problem arose. Competent observers drawn, like 
the hatchet-men, from the industry itself, were stationed in each 
air plant. Ordered to co-operate with the manufacturer, but fully 
empowered to watch the intimate processes of production, these 
observers were able to warn of bottlenecks before they arose, to 
straighten out intra-industry problems, and to keep the manufac- 
turers on their toes. When the observers sent out a warning signal, 
Lord Beaverbrook and his advisers were ready with aid. The in- 
dustry moved forward as a unit. 

Of the regulations enforced throughout the industry, the most 
notable was an order requiring every aircraft manufacturer to in- 
vestigate all unused machine tool capacity within his transportation 
area, and then to sub-contract all the capacity he found. Theré were 
other general regulations, such as the one forbidding the too-com- 
mon sub-contracts under which air industry supplies were unnec- 
essarily shuttled back and forth all across the country. But the 
general plan followed by Lord Beaverbrook is what is most in- 
teresting. It got results, for the Henderson report above mentioned 
estimates that British air production increased from 900 planes 
monthly in May to an estimated 1,800 in September. Yet though 
tough, it was not irritatingly oppressive. 

“The efficient manufacturer does not know he has been co- 
ordinated,” Says One returning expert. “It’s only the man who isn’t 
doing a good job who feels Beaverbrook’s hot breath on his neck.” 


AS HENDERSON SAID This is not intended to suggest that the 

American air industry has not done a 
good job to date, or that except in isolated instances, American air 
manufacturers need to feel anyone’s hot breath on their necks. 
They have done a magnificent job thus far. It is intended to Suggest, 
however, that Beaverbrook’s success cannot be duplicated without 
an effective pooling of the resources of the industry as a whole. 
One obstacle in the way is negatively implied in the most revealing 
passage of the Henderson report. 

“The government did not provide an administrative structure by 
means of which British industry could be co-ordinated for a maxi- 
mum armament effort. The service ministries were permitted to 
fulfill their procurement needs independently until the summer of 
1939. Of all its shortcomings this failure to develop adequate ad- 
ministrative direction of industrial expansion is perhaps the most 
important, since the success of even the most brilliantly conceived 
plan for plant expansion is necessarily dependent upon the adminis- 
trative mechanism by which it is to be implemented.” 

The Henderson report is largely limited to the period before 
Beaverbrook took over. Else it might also have included some notice 
of how Beaverbrook, in the air industry, procured the industry’s 
consent to drastic measures by asking men from the industry itself 
to carry the measures out.

MRS. PERKINS’ RESIGNATION Secretary of Labor Frances 
Perkins passed through our 
town a day ago and, while pausing at the airport, denieg reports 
she had submitted her resignation, Indeed, she said she did not plan 
to resign. 
This was a disappointment to almost everyone. 
It generally had been hoped that Mrs. Perkins would resign and 


that Mr. Roosevelt would follow with an appointment which would 
be a contribution to unity. 

Mrs. Perkins is an honest and sincere person but she has suc- 
ceeded in pleasing no one. Her results may be summed up in the 
fact that both labor and capital refer to her as “Ma Perkins.” 
Neither trusts her nor has any confidence in her. In nearly eight 
years of office she has failed to make a single outstanding contrid.u~ 
tion to the relations of labor and business. She stirred the wrath of 
each, 


Mrs. Perkins has a background which justified her appointment. 
And it would be well to recall that, badly though her job has been 
done, she still is superior to the Republican appointments of Hard- 
ing and Cooledge. 

Mrs. Perkins had studied labor problems most of her mature 
life. She had done an outstanding job as labor commissioner in the 
state of New York. Indeed, to be fair, one must admit that her ap- 
pointment had much to commend it. 

Unfortunately, the national job was not one she could do. She 
did have the NRA, the Wagner act and the labor split with Lewis 
and Green leading violently opposing factions, to make more diffi- 
cult the job. But, whatever the cause, the fact remains that she is, 
and has been, a sore spot with both labor and business. Her re- 
moval would do much to bring about national unity. Indeed, it will 
be most difficult unless she does resign. 


THE FBI POSITION There ought not to be any doubt but 
that the FBI has done, and is doing, a 


splendid job. The statement by the attorney general that the FBI 
had known of the suspected agents and pdtential aaboteurs which 
the Dies committee has reported, undoubtedly is true. 


Some of those who cannot avoid venting their disapproval of 
anything done by the administration, have suggested the attorney 
general was trying to hide behind the FBI. 

Nothing could be more unreasonable. 

The plain facts are that labor and government have got to come 
to some sort of an agreement. 

Labor knows, and it is not at all the fault of labor generally, 
that in its ranks are Communists and those hostile to the American 
form of government. They deliberately have worked their way 
into the ranks of labor as they have worked their way into other 
fields of business and life. 

They have in no way let even their fellow workers know their 
position. If such a person were exposed to the employer and the 
employer dismissed the suspect, that employe immediately would 
claim dismissal on the grounds of union activity or some basis as 
would precipitate labor trouble. 

Those in Washington who are conversant with the situation 
know’ that is the very plan of the Communists and those hostile to 
the United States. It is extremely doubtful if there has been any 
sabotage in the munitions explosions in the east. The present plan of 
the Communists is to foment trouble, to slow down production, to 
bring about as many strikes as possible, to cause as many labor 
disputes as may be had. 

The FBI has done, and is doing, a great job. Its value to the 
safety of the nation is so much greater than that of the capable 
Dies committee there is no need for comparison. 

It ought to be possible for the re-

sponsible labor leaders to be per- 


mitted to see what evidence there is against suspected agents and 
saboteurs in the ranks of labor. A plan for their dismissal and im- 
prisonment surely would be worked out without bringing about the 
strikes desired by those agents. 

Billions are being spent in defense factories and munition 
plants. It is right that labor should obtain its just compensation. 

But labor, government and business must immediately realize 
that these reports of the FBI and of the Dies committee are some- 
thing for a conference table; something testing the patriotism of 
all. It is unthinkable that labor will permit itself to be made a tool 
of plots designed to bring about strikes. 

This really:is a critical time when confidence in government 
must be had. The strike of an aluminum plant because one worker 
insulted a labor leader strikes the average citizen as the height of 
absurdity and very properly makes him angry. 

It seems the proper time for decisive, courageous action. 

The resignation of Mrs. Perkins would be a good start. With a 
secretary of labor who possesses the respect and confidence of labor 
and business, this problem can be solved. It cannot be solved so long 
as Mrs. Perkins, with all her honesty and courage, is in that position.

The shape of the “new order” in Europe grad- 
ually unfolds as, one by one, the smaller nations 
are brought into the Axis fold by “pressure di- 
plomacy, made doubly effective by the Reichs- 
wehr divisions strung through central Europe,” 
as the CLEVELAND PLAIN DEALER declares. 

“The ‘new order’ as a term, is no more new 
than the system of government which made the 
conquered areas pay tribute to the Roman con- 
quests,” says the KNICKERBOCKER NEWS, of 
Albany, which sees that “The objective is re- 
gaining of the prestige, the reputation for un- 
defiable power, that has held the subject peoples 
in restraint when there is a strong instinct of re- 
bellion among them.” Drily, the FORT WORTH 
STAR-TELEGRAM sees the entrance of Hungary 
in the Axis new order as “nothing more than the 
same old rabbit pulled from Hitler’s hat.” 


“A glance at any good map is sufficient to 
show that in admitting Hungary into their circle, 
the Axis Powers have gained an excellent high- 
way as well as a new partner,” says the NEW 
YORK SUN, while the BOSTON TRANSCRIPT 
points out that “Germany has secured the ‘mili- 
tary corridor stretching 250 miles deeper into 
south Europe, toward Greece and the Suez 
Canal.’ She could have taken it before—yes. The 
diplomatic point is that it has been, under what- 
ever compulsion, given her.”

» ids should be guided by the advice 
' of their own physician (their pres- 
: ent physician, not one they asked 
) about it.in 1922) in regard to the 
‘use of tea and coffee, as well as 
‘other beverages containing caf- 
feine or its congeners (theine in 
tea or mate, theobromine in cocoa 
‘or chocolate, combinations of caf- 
'feine and theobromine in kola). 

If the rank and file of the medi- 
‘cal profession would give the mat- 
ter a little thought.and ignore for 
the time being the pressure of 
anti-coffee propaganda emanating 
from interests with axes to grind, 
I believe practically every doctor 

‘would arrive at the’ conclusion 
‘that coffee is a beneficient bever- 
}age. My own experience, I think, 
\is typical: Never in medical school, 
' clinic, hospital or private practice 

have I seen any evidence of in- 
'jurious effects from coffee, and 
> it is not in authentic or authorita- 
' tive medical literature that the 


" imaginary harmful effects of cof- 


fee are dwelt on, but in house 
organs, throwaway pamphlets and 
magazine articles or peculiar 
books by near-doctors or obscure 
writers posing as health or food 
experts. 
After all, it is absurd that a 
physician, who knows or should 
' know that caffeine acts for not 
* more than three hours, can take 


> seriously the notion that coffee 


' causes insomnia and hence that 
'one who does not sleep well can- 
not enjoy the salubrious beverage 
' during the day. Caffeine or any 
' of its congeners, as medicine or 
' in any of the beverages mentioned, 
' is a cerebral stimulant and tends 
' to keep one wakeful for an hour 
' or two. But it cannot cause wake- 
' fulness for hours or more after 
' it is taken. Physicians who pre- 
' scribe or administer caffeine skill- 
fully know that in order to main- 
tain the stimulation of cerebrum, 
nerve center, heart or kidney it 
is necessary to repeat the dose 
every three hours.
